Fie got reports from 150 intelli- 
gent people, a.nd learned that practice 
in this regard varied very much, that 
children generally were entirely too 
apt to bolt their food.

If There IB Money Enough In the Coun- 


try, Who Gets It? 


A New York editor, who has evidently 


just drawn his salary and is therefore 
feeling good, declared that there, is 
enough money in this country, and any 
effort to increase the amount by the 
free coinage of. silver is foolish and su- 
perfluous. 
As a clincher to this arg-u- 


ment he says the government has all 
it needs, in the way of finance, to run 
itself. That may be very trne, but un- 
fortunately for the strength of the ar- 
gument, the g-overument is not the only 
thing in this vast country that has to 
be "run." There are private business 
enterprises of every sort and descrip- 
tion that must be carried on by means 
of an established currency, and the cur- 
rency must be sufficient for these indi- 
vidrual ns well as for the public needs. 
Ask the merchants, the manufacturers, 
the butchers, the bakers, the candle- 
stickmakers what they think 
of 
it; 


above all, nsk the farmers who will 
throng the streets of our city to-day if 
-they tli ink there is enough money in the 
country. 
Upon the farmer falls the 


burden of support, for his fellow-man; 
he is, as it were, the Atlas upon whose 
shoulders rests the burden of the world, 
and he deserves above all others to be 
considered in the question of finance. 
Not that he gets his deserts along this 
line; far from it. lie is pushed aside 
nnd counted out when it 
comes to 


money matters until there is not stand- 
ing room for him in the financial coun- 
cils, and his name is ever at the foot of 
the pay rolls. Tint the odds are that he 
is better informed as to money ques- 
tions than many of those who elbow 
him aside. The American farmer is a 
type of the best manhood. Hedoes not 
shake hands with a stiff elbow, and he 
may not always be appareled in a"biled 
shirt;" but he can think as coherently 
ns many a man who wears a college 


world is the result of its manual toil, ap- 
plied to natural resources. In view of this 
truism we insist that the condition of any 
country is utterly deplorable when, as in 
our land, more than 75 per cent, of the 
'.vco.Hh of the nation is in the hands of less 
than ten per cent, of its population, as 
shown by the statistics of the last census 
report; this ten per cent, embracing not 
a single producer, but only the men who 
grow rich and powerful by the manipula- 
tion of money and of property. "When, as 
in this country, we find that the toiling 
masses, as representing more than S2 pet- 
cent, of the population, possess, as shown 
by the same statistics, less than Ifi per cent, 
of the wealth of the country, we submit 
that these facts Indicate a deplorable state 
o£ society, particularly when it will be ad- 
mitted that the great majority of our wage- 
earning population are men and women 
who are at once industrious and honeat, 
capable and the most interiiger.t 
wage- 


earners in the world. 


It is a truism in finance that they who 


control the money of a nation control its 
life. The more you reduce the volume of 
money by so much you Increase its pur- 
chasing power, and give to those who hold 
it an advantage which Is the mere result 
of legislation favorable to their interests, 
and not tho result of any honest endeavor 
or genuine merit upon their part. 


It Is also true beyond question—as it has 


always been In the history oC the world so 
is it now—that the interests of the wage- 
earninj? and wealth-producing classes are 
identical. Whatever financial policy will 
result in raising the price of the products 
of labor, will in like manner result In- 
evitably In advancing the wages of labor. 


In the present campaign a studied effort 


has been made, and is now being pushed, 
to brin£ about dissension between the great 
bodies of the laboring people of the United 
States, the agricultural 
laborers as 
a 


class, and the 
industrial 
wage-earners. 


Now, as always, the privileged classes act 
upon the motto: "Divide and conquer." 
They know that in any form of representa- 
tive government labor united can control 
the administration and direct its leglsla- 
tior , except so far as those who are elected 
may prove recreant to the trust Imposed 
upon them, and vulnerable to the approach 
of the professional lobbyist. 


Every effort has been made in tho pres- 


ent campaign to array the wage-earners 
of the cities, and of the great manufactur- 
ing industries of the country, against the 
agricultural producers and laborers, upon 
tho theory diligently pressed everywhere 
that the increased prices of agricultural 
products, which would inevitably result 
upon the remonetlzation 
of silver, would 


be prejudicial to the industrial wage-earn- 
ers, by increasing the cost to them of the 
necessities of life. 


It has been the policy of the present cam- 


paign conducted tinder the direction 
of 


Mark Hanna, aptly designated as "An In- 
dustrial Cannibal," to endeavor to secure 
the purchasable vote which always exists 


the price. 
Lockouts, long- periods of 


enforced idleness, and small earnings 
when employed, soon crush the spirits 
of the laboring people. They tire made 
to look on the chance to work as a favor 
and not as a right. Thus the standard 
of manhood is lowered; and as the cof- 
fers of the rich arc being filled to burst- 
ing by gains which arise largely from

the direct contributions of the poor in 
rents interest, etc., (lie condition of the 
latter gradually grows worse. To 1his 
may be traced most of the. crime and 
misery in the land. 
The prisons mid 


lunatic asylums teeming with victims, 
the charity hospitals, pool-houses and 
potters' fields filled to overflowing, and 
throughout the country tho.so thou- 
sands of homeless wanderers known as 
"tramps." Of course the gold barons 
will laugh at anyone who says that 
these things are results of the demone- 
tization of silver. 
Otlhcr causes have 


been at work, but this is the chief cause. 


We have a country of boundless re- 


sources, possessing almost every va- 
riety of climate and soil, capable of 
producing nearly everything that the 
heart or mind of man can desire; a land 
that is blessed as no other region of the 
earth with splendid rivers, dense for- 
ests, mountains and valleys, lakes and 
plains, and a seaboard of marvelous ex- 
tent, beauty nnd utility, with harbors 
that (--in hold all the fleets of the world. 
It seems impossible to credit that in 
such a land and under a just and bcr.c- 
licicnt government, there can be women 
nnd children wanting for food 
and 


clothes and the common necessities of 
life, and strong men by millions, able 
and anxious to work, can.not fin/1 
the 


opportunity to earn a livelihood for 
their little ones. 


But this condition exists and there 


must b(- a cause for it. Whatever the 
other causes may bo, the"fundamental 
difficulty is the currency—its insuffi- 
ciency in volume, the imperfections of 
its circulation, and its clearness through 
the appreciation of gold.
